Before the mag­ 
istrate he explained that his name 
was Prudencio; he was 28 years old 
and had been when an infant, an In­ 
mate of a foundling hospital in San 
Sebastian, He had formerly acted as. 
farmhand, but two years ago, being 
unable to find work, and being In 
great distress, he took to the forest 
There he lived on acorns, hazel nuts 
and birds’ eggs. 
Little by little he 
learned to use a sling and the ax, and 
was able*to kill deer and sheep which' 
had strayed. As he had no fire he ate 
the flesh of these animals raw.

THE RUSSIANS ARE ROUTED. 


Belated Letter In Which a Vivid De­ 


scription Is Given of a Re­ 


cent “Jap” Victory. 


Headquarters of General Kuroki’s 
Army, Near Tienling, Mar. ^25.—The 
first realization of the immensity of 
the Japanese 
forces 
was brought 
home to the observer when the two 


torious armies when a few dollars are 
to be gathered. 
Scene Was Impressive. 
For ten days from that morning 
the whole country within the area of 
the fighting was covered with a mist 
of fine dust stirred up by the feet of 
more than a million men and animals. 
It never settled 
for 
a minute; it 
choked the throat and blinded the 
eyes, sifted under clothing, made food 
gritty and turned all water into mud. 
The flames from burning houses and 
stacks of grain showed through it in 
the nights like the moon. 
The sand 
storms which began on the second 
day of the ptirsuit and continued at 
intervals for a week came from the 
north directly into the faces of the 
Japanese and made the discomfort 
and hardship worse. There was great 
contrast between the country south of 
Shaho and north of i t 
The villages 
toward Mukden were larger and more 
prosperous, with better buildings, and 
the picturesque 
temples and tombs 
central armies rolled across the Shaho 
___ . 
on the morning of the 8 th of March surrounded by groves of dark green 


in the wake of the retreating Rus­ 
sians. 
Hitherto, during the battle, 
parts of two or three brigades of in­ 
fantry, with a few battalions of re­ 
serves, a dozen or more batteries, 
with pack trains and field hospitals, 
were all that one person could see in 
the mountainous country of the arm­ 
ies engaged ; but when the w hole ar­ 
ray moved northward, with its impedi­ 
ments following, it was an impressive 
h ost 
Looking from the heights where the 
Russian batteries had been, one could 
see many khaki colored processions 
for miles on either hand emerging 
from the valleys and passes where the 
Japanese 
had 
been 
concentrating 
since October, streaming across the 
river and the narrow channels of ice 
and winding away among the bare 
hills and sandy plains northward. 
It 
was a business-like army, swathed in 
dark blue and kahaki, with no spec­ 
tacular show of gold braid, nor brass, 
and hardly a touch of color except 
the ^scarlet blankets worn over the 
shoulders. 
Most of the ranks were boys yet, 
but they were toughened by a year of 
campaigning 
into 
hardy 
veterans. 
They plodded on silently, as usual, 
with no show of rejoicing over victo­ 
ry, without confusion or excited of 
fleers. 
Japanese dominion over 
tn- 
churia was spreading at the ra tt of 
miles an hour. 
By the river banks 
were fields of kaoliang which had 
stood unharvested since fall between 
the 
lines 
of 
hostile cannon, and 
through these were swarming men, 
women and 
children 
reaping and 
stacking their crops. 
The Chinaman 
fritters away no time gaping at vie-

firs made a welcome panorama to the 
eyes of the men from beautiful Japan 
who had spent 
months 
among the 
dreary and monotonous hills. 


Chinese families gathered in front 
of their houses and greeted the Ja­ 
panese with shouts. 
Doubtless they 
were equally ready to acciaim the 
Russians, and denounce the Japanese, 
when It was 
politic. 
Outside the 
larger towns Chinese officials wear­ 
ing their robes of office and buttons 
on their caps, with banners and sold­ 
iers In gaudy uniforms, recelve<THhe 
Japanese generals, and General Kuro- 
ki and his staff rode into the villages 
w^here 
his 
headquarters 
is 
now 
through a double file 
of 
villagers 
kneeling on both sides of the road. 
Retreat Became Orderly. 
The beginning of the Russian re­ 
treat 
from the Shaho 
was orderly 
and they left a clean field. 
None of 
their portable effects worth taking 
had been abandoned, except hundreds 
of stacks of tin cases in the trenches 
and huts containing cartridges. 
To­ 
ward evening of 
that 
day General 
Kuroki’s troops overtook their rear 
guards eight or nine miles north of 
the Shaho and from that time the re­ 
treat became a scramble for safety. 
At the various supply stations huge 
piles of grain were fired and smoulder­ 
ed for days. 
The pursuit continued 
all throug the night of the 8 th and 
the right division of Kuroki’s army 
came to the branch line of railroad 
running from Mukden to the mines 
at Fushun. 
On the morning of the 9 th the sand 
storm began, which threw both sides 
into confusion and made orderly re­ 
treat or pursuit on a large scale im­ 
possible. 
All the 
telegraph wires 
connecting the headquarters and the 
different divisions were blown down, 
so that each contingent proceded on 
its o wn responsibility. The left divis-

of the Fifth and Nineteenth regiments 
of Russian rifles by Kuroki’s left di­ 
vision on the morning of the 11th. 
In the panic which prevailed at Muk­ 
den, these tw'o regiments left at 3 on 
the morning, with no general com­ 
manding them, and a mixed crowd of 
soldiers 
from

selves to the retreat.

rear guard, but no important action 
until the 14th, when they approached 
the range of high steep hills seven 
miles southeast of Tlehling, which 
was stragetically the strongest de­ 
fense of the city. 
There was a broad level plain in 
front of the hills and no avenue of 
approach for an attacking force ex­ 
cept to cross this plain under such 
cover as could be found in the gullies 
and behind occasional ridges. 
Con­ 
sequently it was decided 
to attem pt 
the night attack with the bayonets 
once more, and thus the first line 
of 
trenches^below the hills ^ as gained. 
For the general 
advance 
in the 
morning of the 14th two battalions 
w^ere assigned for the frontal attack, 
one for a diversion on the right and 
the largest force of eight on the left. 
A direct charge 
upon 
the main 
trenches w^as impossible, because the 
slope before them

steep to be scaled even with no resist­ 
ance. A lower hill to the west and in 
front was

flank and after an artillery engage­ 
ment the main body occupied this. 
Night stopped the fighting, and before 
morning the Russians had retired In 
haste, leaving two

dead, 
while the Japanese had eight hundred 
causaltles. 
Last Russian Stand. 
The last stand of the Russians be­ 
fore Tiehling was on a chain of hills 
3,000 metres southeast of this city, 
equipped elaborately w ith a long chain 
of trenches and w’eli Constructed gun 
positions which held 24 guns.

Russian com­ 
mander vas afraid to risk a defense 
on such a day even in the elaborate 
works which should have made the 
Hunho the most formidable line of 
defense, perhaps 
because 
his own 
men were in a panic. 
Probably this was the decisive day 
of the battle, for the Japanese forces 
west of Mukden were being pressed 
hard and the brigade on the extreme 
left was almost wiped out. 
Had Bil- 
dering repulsed KurokI two or three 
days at the Hunho the Russian res­ 
erves might have been able to turn 
the time at Mukden. 
Good general­ 
ship and good fortune made history 
otherwise. 
Kuropatkin 
had hurried 
his reserves from Mukden east to 
Fushun, as the Japanese had planned 
that he should, and then hurried them 
back to Mukden, but only too late. 
The Japanese center army from Ku­ 
roki’s left was pushing past Mukden 
to the north, and Kuroki’s left divis­ 
ion was marching still further north, 
protecting 
Its right 
flank. 
Having 
lost the Hunho the Russian central 
army left Mukden to its fate and con­ 
tinued its now disorderly retreat* to 
Tielung. That they left their dead 
where they fell showed what the re- 
treat had become. 
On the morning of the 10th the left 
division again encountered the Rus­ 
sian rear guard in considerable force 
northeast of Mukden and as the Rus­ 
sians attempted 
to 
make a stand 
they were beaten in two engagements, 
and in the afternoon the division ar­ 
rived at the town of San-a ten mUes 
beyond Mukden and on the main road 
from Mukden to Tielung. 
Men Nearly Exhausted. 
Until the 10th the army had been 
pushed forward day and night in the 
face of every difficulty to draw the at­ 
tention of the Russians from Muk­ 
den, and the men were nearly ex­ 
hausted by their forced march. 
The 
military roads from Fush-n to Tie- 
ling wound along the plain among 
sharp hills, and the division follow­ 
ed this to get to the north ot Mukden,# 
while General Llnevltch took most of 
his men directly north through the 
mountains, with the Japanese right 
army pursuing. 
Severn 
times the 
Japanese had sharp brushes with the

This 
partly 
exposed 
the 
Russian 
flank 
to 
the 
enemy, 
and 
thirty- 
six Japanese guns were concentrated 
in a bombardment 
of that position. 
Darkness again interrupted the work, 
after

again the Russians retreated, aban­ 
doning 
without 
serious 
resistance 
their most 
valuable 
depot betw een 
Mukden and Harbin, which was their 
strongest military position as well. 
General Kuropatkin had been there 
in his special train until the afternoon 
of the 15th, it was said. 
W ien the 
first Japanese company entered the 
settlement at 1 in the morning they 
captured the station master and two 
other officers who had been left with 
orders to apply the torch at the last 
moment, but only a few buildings were 
burned and there were valuable stores 
of munitions undamaged. 
No more drastic encounter during 


Formed Into Fighting 
Lines. 
When the two 
forces discovered 
one another they quickly formed into 
fighting lines and the Russians came 
on with the officers in front of the 
ranks to cut their way through. The 
contact was so sudden that there was 
no confusion at 
first, in which the 
Japanese general and his staff, with 
two forgotten attachées, came under 
the fire of the 
Japanese rifle» and 
guns. 
The fight was short and de­ 
cisive. The Russians could not stand 
in the open fields under the shrapnel, 
and soon scattered like sheep, while 
many parties waved towels and hand­ 
kerchiefs to surrender. 
The Japanese 
had 
only had two 
hundred casualties 
while 
dead and 
wounded Russians were all over the 
field. During the rest of the day the 
Japanese were occupied hunting for 
Russians in all the surrounding coun­ 
try. 
They had broken up into small 
parties, were fleeing in every direc­ 
tion, some trying to get back to Muk­ 
den, others to find roads of escape 
northwards ,and many hiding in the 
ravines and in Chinese houses. How­ 
ever brave they 
were 
in fighting 
when cornered, some made spectacles 
of themselves hardly to be expected 
of men of a military race. 
Unnerved 
By Strain. 
Doubtless the men were unnerved 
by the strain of long fighting, but the 
Siberians captured earlier in the war 
bore themselves with dignity of sold­ 
iers. 
W hether the European troops 
who have been sent to the East are 
the best quality of the Russian army 
there is no means of judging, but cer­ 
tainly they have not compared favora­ 
bly in physique or fighting qualities 
with the Siberians, particularly the 
East Siberian 
sharpshooters. 
That 
is the opinion of the Japanese officers. 
The total of prisoners taken that day 
was nearly four thousand. They were 
a savage looking crowd, all wearing 
big black or white sheepskin hats, 
many in dirty fur coats, most of them 
heavily bearded, all 
unwashed for 
days. 
Among the officers were several old 
men, one of them a veteran of the 
Russo-Turklsh 
war, 
with a white 
beard hanging to his waist, who gave 
his age as 72. 
The 
next 
morning 
they went down 
the road in a big 
cloud of dust—a long and picturesque 
procession of dejected looking 
Mou­ 
jiks, with their officers 
riding 
lu 
Chinese carts, and jeering Manchur­ 
ians running along 
the flanks to 
join the army of Russians in Japan 
which now number nearly a hundred 
thousand.

Fyilirday. He was the oldesi: nan in 
^ 
*^livan county and p robably the old- 
^ i t man in the state. 
* / Marshall Bak er W itter, son of John 
/a nd Deborah Bak er W itter, was bom 
^ on a farm in Frank lin county, Ver­ 
mont, on December 5, 1802. 
He at- 
^ 
tended the district schools and be­ 
came a teacher at the age of 18 year. 
He taught school in the winter and 
studied law in the summer, until he 
was 25 years of age, when he was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
He then located 
at St. Albans, Vt., the county seat of 
Frank lin county, where he uegan to 
p ractice his p rofession. 
Mr. W itter 
was 
married at St. 
'Albans to Miss Martha Nack ett, and 
In 1834 moved to Ohio, locating at 
rnionville, where he followed his p ro­ 
fession of law. 
In 1839 he, with his 
family, removed to Brunj|wick , Mo., 
where they lived for five years, when 
they removed to Sullivan county. 
At that time Milan was k nown as 
the Pharasalia Postoffice. 
The name 
was so hard to p ronounce and so few 
p eop le k new how to sp ell it that Mr. 
W itter sought an easier name. 
In his youth, having read the noted 
Milan decree, a treaty adop ted among 
certain 
Europ ean 
countries which 
took that name, 
he 
suggested the 
name of Milan for his city, and it was 
unanimously adop ted. 
He was mayor of the vilage of Mi­ 
lan for several years. 
He p racticed 
law until 1862, when he was ap p ointed 
a recruiting officer by Governor Gam­ 
ble and commissioned as quartermas­ 
ter, with rank of 
cap tain, 
of state 
militia. In 1868, he was ap p ointed by 
the county court to locate the swamp 
lands of his county. 
He often told with much interest 
bow he witnessed the battle of Piatts- 
hurg on Lak e Champ lain, while stand­ 
ing on the bluffs near the lak e. 
Mr. W ltter’s wife died in 1893 at the 
age of 83 years.

TALKED ON KNOX. 


The Rev. Dr. J. B. Fuller Did On 
Sunday Morning. 


A LARGE AUDIENCE PRESENT 


Chairs Placed In the Aisles to Accom­ 
modate All Who Desired to 
Hear the Speaker. 


The Rev. J. B. Fuller, D.D., deliv­ 
ered an address 
at 
the Broadway 
Presby terian church Sunday forenoon 
in commemoration of the four hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the birth of 
John Knox, a native of Scotland, and 
one of the famous theologians of mod­ 
ern times. 
Not only was every seat in the edi­ 
fice occupied, but chairs were placed 
in the aisles to accommodate 
the 
audience, many of whom were Bap­ 
tists and were for y ears members of 
Dr. Fuller’s congregation while 
he 
was pastor 
of 
the 
First Baptist 
church. 
Dr. Fuller was also born in Scot­ 
land, and probably no man in Mis­ 
souri is more familiar with the life 
work of the divine of whom he spoke 
than the speaker. 
Even a sy nopsis 
of Dr. Fuller’s remarks would not do 
him Justice, but the following from 
the Century Dictionary* and Ency clo­ 
pedia in regard to Rev. Knox will no 
doubt be read with interest: 
John Knox was born at Haddington 
in 1505 and died at Edinburg Novem­ 
ber 24, 1572. 
He was a celebrated 
Scottish 
reformer, 
statesman 
and 
writer. 
In 1522 he entered Glasgow 
university , but did not graduate. 
He 
studied law and acted as notary at 
Haddington. 
In 1544 he became tu­ 
tor to Francis and John, sons of Hugh 
Douglas, of Longnlddry , and Alexan­ 
der Cockbum, eldest son of the Laird 
of Ormlston. 
At this time George 
W ishart, a Lutheran, sought asy lum 
in the houses of Dopglas, Cockburn 
and Crichton, and exercised a power­ 
ful Influence on Knox. 
On March 12, 1546. W ishart was 
burned at St. Andrews for heresy . 
His death was avenged by the murder 
of Cardinal Beaton. May ZJ. 
Knox 
took refuge In April, 1547, with his 
pupils, in the castle of St. Andrews; 
he was urged to become a preacher, 
and accepted 
a call 
from the con­ 
gregation there. 
On July 31. 1547, S t Andrews capit­ 
ulated to the French, and Knox was 
imprisoned in the galley s until Feb­ 
ruary , 1549. when he was released 
and went to England. For two y ears 
he preached at Berwick. 
In 1550 he 
removed to Newcastle, and In 1551 
was made one of the six roy al chap­ 
lains. 
As such he assisted in the re­ 
vision of the second pray er-book of 
Edward VI., issued November 1. 1552. 
On the accession of Mary JTudor, 
Knox fled to Dieppe, and in 1554 vis­ 
ited Calvin at Geneva and Bullinger 
at Zurich. In November. 1554, he be­ 
came pastor of the English congrega­ 
tion 
at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
but 
soon was forced to return to Geneva. 
In 1555, he returned to Berwick, 
and in the winter traveled 
about 
Scotland, preaching and writing. 
On 
May 15, 1556, he was summoned by 
the bishops to appear at the Black- 
friars Kirk in Edinburg. 
He came 
with so powerful a following 
that 
the prosecution was abandoned. 
He 
returned to Geneva in the summer of 
1556. 
In 1558 he published the first and 
second 
“Blasts 
of 
the 
trum pet 
Against the Monstrous Regiment of 
Women.” which was 
originally 
di­ 
rected against Mary of Guise, regent 
of Scotland. Mary of England and 
Catharine de Medica, and was destin­ 
ed to complicate his dealings with 
Elizabeth and Mary Stuart. 
Knox returned 
to Edinburgh 
In 
1559. 
The regent Mary had at this 
time renewed her persecution of the 
reformation; a riot occurred at Perth, 
where Knox was preaching, and the 
struggle began, which ended In the 
deposition of the regent by the con­ 
vention In Edinburg October 21, 1559, 
and her death June 10, 1560. 
On August 17, 1560. Knox’ “Confes­ 
sion of Faith” was adopted without 
change, and Roman Catholicism was 
abolished by the parliament. Francis 
II., of France, the husband of Mary» 
queen of Scots, having died Decem­ 
ber 5, a560, she returned to Scotland 
August 19. 1561, and In the struggle 
between her Roman Catholic sy mpa­ 
thies and the Protestantism of her 
people Knox had frequent dramatic 
encounters with her. 
He was, how­ 
ever, mainly occupied with the organ­ 
ization of the Presby terian church in 
Scotland. 
His works, of which the chief is his 
“Historie of the Reformation of Reli­ 
gion Within the Realms of Scotland,” 
collected and edited by David Laing. 
were published 
in six volumes 
in 
18 64.
